The Chic*go Iuter-Oean says the opening 
proceedings in the second trial of Sam Parks, 
Walking Delegate, for extorting money from 

Tiffany «V ( 'o., show that 
the caae stands as it was 
presented on the Hrst 
trial. Pakks was the 
Walking Delegate or 
Agent of housesmiths and 
decorators employed by the Tiffany Studio 
Company of New York. On December .'Ust, 
1902, all the men employed on three contracts 
struck, without warning. There was no com- 
plaint as to wages or hours of labor or condi- 
tions of work. The Tiffanys asked the Secre- 
tary of the Union why the men struck, and the 
Secretary referred them to Sam Park: 



Benjamin Tn vckaka. representing the Studio 
Company, found Parks. The Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, in outlining the case before the 
Jury, told how Mr. Tiiagxara whs received. 
After the latter had said to Parks that he came 
from Tiffany «fe Co., and that he was trying to 
find ont what the strike was for, this conversa- 
tion followed: 

"Who the hell are you?" responded SPARKS, 

"I am the outside Superintendent," Thai kaka replied. 

"Have you authority to settle this" matter?" asked 

•*No," said Thai kara. 

"Well, I will tell you what it's for. You are fined 
$500." 

•'Why?" asked THACKARA. 

"??ow, don't ask too many «iuestions," replied Parks. 

"But 1 would like to find out what we are fined for," 
persisted Thackara. "I want to make a report to my em- 
ployers." 

"You have no authority to settle this matter," said 
Parks. "Tell Tiffany A Co. to come up here or send 
the main kuv. I am not doing business with peanuts." 

This was scene one in the Parks drama. In 
scene two Mr. Fka/.kk, the factory Superintend- 
ent of Tiffany it Co., goes under instructions 
to Parks and asks what the fine of $600 is for. 
Then follows: 

"Have you any authority to settle this matter?" asked 
Parks. 

"No, but I want to communicate with some one who 

"You go to — and send me someone who can do busi- 
ness." 

Mr. Frazek reported the result of this inter- 
view to his employers, ami they sent Mr. Louis 
Scu mitt. Treasurer of the Company, to see 
Parks. Scene three opens with Parks lying 
on a lounge and Schmitt and Kra/kk in the 
foreground offering cigars. After prelimina- 
ries Schmitt asked what the tine was for. 

"It's an initiation fee," he answered. 
"Initiation into what?" 

"Into doing business," he said. "All the others have 



paid, and by tights I ought to charge you tl ,000." 

"But it we pay you this money who will send the men 
back to work? What reason will be given to them?" 

"Say, those men— I've got those musiled," replied 

Parks. "II one of them should kick I'd fine him $50 
and see to it that he never got another job in town." 

"Is this money for the Union or for you?" 

"This money is for Sam Parks. I've done a lot for 
those ungrateful dogs, and now in the future I am going 
to look oat for Sam Parks." 

"We haven't the money," said Mr. Schmitt, "and we'll 
have to get it. We will bring a check." 

"If I'd known you didn't have the coin I'd never have 
wasted time in talking to you. You ought to know bet- 
ter than to offer to bring a check, and, any way, I don't 
like to have you come together. Send the money by one 
man," said Parks. 

Schmitt and Frazek returned to Tiffany A 
Co., got |M0 from the cash drawer and $.'W<> 
from a bank, and Schmitt, Treasurer of the 
Company, put the money in an envelope a*d 
sought Mr. Parks to pay the fine of $600. 
Scene four opens with Schmitt handing Parks 
the envelope. 

"Count it in my presence," said Mr. Schmitt, and 
1'arks counted it. 

"What guaranty do I get that the men will go back to 
work?" asked Mr. Schmitt, and Parks said: 

"They'll go back all right. All you have is my word. 
You can go to the Fulley Company and others I have done 
business with if you want to ami ask 'em if jt goes." 

The men wont back to work the next day. 
Tiffany tV: Co., having |100,000 worth of con- 
tracts at the mercy of this one man, paid him 
$600. If the District Attorney stated the facts 
OH Tuesday, there is no reason why any Union 
labor man should excuse or defend Parks or 
sympathize with him. It appears from the tes- 
timony given Wednesday that the District At 
torney stated the case very conservatively. 

Mr. Frazek testified that when Mr. Schmitt 
asked Parks if the $500 w ent to the labor Union 
the latter replied: 

"It goes to 8am Parks. I have lost my health working 
for a lot of ungrateful — who would thiow me down in a 
minute if everything did not go right. I am going away 
soon for my health, ami after a few months you will not 
hear of Sam Parks in labor troubles. I've got enough 
to keep me comfortable during the rest of my life." 

Lom SoBMIR testified that Parks said to 

him that the Conijiany could employ non-Union 

meu if it wanted to. Asked if the Union men 

would not resist such employment. Parks said: 

"Never mind; I've got these muzzled, and if 

any one of them objects I will fine him $50, and he can't 
get another job in the city." 

Here is a man who, on the sworn testimony 
of reputable witnesses, was false to the men of 
his Union and used them simply to extort 
money from employers. Such a man ought to 
be expelled from any labor Union — ought to 
be condemned and repudiated by all labor 
Unionists and by all citizens. His place is in 
the Penitentiary.

World's Fair Work In Ken- 
tucky Is Progressing. 

APPLE8 PLACED IN COLD STORAGE. 



Louisville Fish Net Maker Is to Give 
Demonstration of His Work In Fish 
•ind Game Building — Fine Coin 
Comes From Washington County for 
the Exhibit. 

—The very l*est of fruit shown at 
the State P\.lr at. Owensboro wns ship- 
ped to Louisville after the exhibition 
and plat o.l Is cold storage, to be s»nt 
to St Louis next April for Kentucky's 
horticultural <-:hlblt at the World's 
Fair. The Kentucky Exhibit Aspocla- 
tloti W88 able to get some very tine 
specimens of apples antl pears In this 
way. Several of the county faire dur- 
ing the fall were also used as a veil edi- 
tor gathering excellent fruit. .Mr. W. 
A. Huggiti8, president of the South 
Kentucky Fair Association, which held 
Its forty-sixth annual exhibition at 
Glasgow in September, made arrange- 
ments during the show there for a 
large number of apples trom Barren 
county. 

— Hon. 11 K. Renaker of Berry, in 
Harrison county, a member of the 
Live Stock Exhibit Committee of the 
Kentufky Exhibit Association, Is tak- 
ing deep interest in the live stock ex- 
hibit at the World's Fair next year. 
This is especially true as to Jacks and 
mules. He lias asketl that stalls be 
reserved for the stock of both T. B. 
Adams of Brighton and James M. 
Terry of Cynthiana. These two gentle- 
men will send thirty-five jacks and 
jennets to St. Louis, to be exhibited 
during the exposition. Mr. Renaker 
writes that other stock from his end 
of the state wilt also be entered In the 
competition. 

— John J. Tully of Louisville, fam- 
ous for his hand-made fish nets, has 
been Invitee by Mr. Tarleton H. Bean, 
chief of the department of Fish and 
Oame at the World's Fair, to make a 
special display of the product of his 
factory In Louisville. Chief Bean 
wants Mr. Tully to make an exhibit 
wherein much life will be displayed— 
that Is. he wants him to make fish nets 
in the space to be assigned him. Mr. 
Tully is considering the matter and 
will probably go to St. Louis and re- 
main on the grounds throughout the 
exposition. 

—A large part of Kentucky's horti- 
cultural space at the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition will be filled with 
fruit in glass; that 1b the smaller 
fruits, such as plums, cherries and 
berries, together with peaches. The 
Horticultural Committee of the Asso- 
ciation has furnished glass jars to all 
who would promise to put up fruit ac- 
cording to formulae offered. Among 
those who have been most successful 
In preserving specimens in solution 
for this display is Mr. O. W. Stroud of 
Berry Ferry, in Livingston county. 

— Perhaps no finer corn from Ken- 
tucky will be displayed in the agri- 
cultural exhibit at the World's Fair 
next year than that shown by Mr. 
Robert J. Greer of Bloomfleld. He has 
gathered for the Kentucky Exhibit As- 
sociation several of his best speci- 
mens of yellow corn, known as the 
"B-ugun." together with a number of 
white ears, known as the "Greer" 
variety. Five of these ears aggregate 
nine pounds, one alone weighing two 
pounds. Three of them are over 12 
Inches in length. 

—Editor C. A. Brasher of the Hop- 
klnsvllle Messenger has brought to 
the attention of the Keutucky Exhib't 
Association a lot of very valuable 
relics in the possession of Mr. W. S. 
Bom of Fruit Hill. In Christian coun- 
ty. The collection Includes a pair of 
old buck-skin breeches, beaded; a pair 
of rubber boots worn a hundred years 
ago; a commission of an officer in the 
Reolutionary War, and a flint-lock 
rifle. 

—While Mr. W. H. Giltner of Emi- 
nence Is only a member of the Live 
Stock Committee of the Kentucky Ex- 
hibit Association, he has taken deep 
interest In other departments in which 
Kentucky will make displays at the 
World's Fair. This Is especially true 
of agriculture. He cultivated a half- 
acre each of corn, wheat and rye es- 
pecially for this exhibit, and will send 
in the samples In their various stages. 

—The Boone county exhibit In Kon- 
tuck's space at the World's Fair Is be- 
ing looked after by J. W. Kennedy of 
Union P. O. He Is securing samples 
of all kinds of grain grown in tho 
county and has the assistance ot a 
number of well known farmers In bin 
efforts. 

—Three cubes, showing the various 
ways of finishing the stone, one I 
Inches, another 8 Inches and the third 
It) inches, have been sent to the Ken 
tucky Exhibit Association from the 
quarry of the M. -Williams t'onstim • lot 
company, at Eddyvllle, for Keutix u> . 
mineral display at the World's Fair 
next year. 

—Two barrels of the finest geniton 
apples have reached the Kentucky Ex- 
hibit Association In Louisville from 
the orchard of Mr. J. W. Miller, near 
Mt Veraon. These will be placed la 



cold storage and held there until the 
World's Fatr opens April 30 next year. 

— R. C. Estill, the chairman of the 
Fayette Agricultural and Horticultural 
Committee of the Kentucky Exhibit 
Association, writes that his county has 
collected a splendid exhibit, especially 
of wheat and grasses.

INTRAMURAL RAILWAY 



For Transportation of World * 
Fair Visitors. 



▲ 80ES-I0 ROUTE BIX MILES LCK3 



How the. Road is Being Built— One 
Trestle 2,100 Feet Long— Electricity 
Furnishes the Motive Power— 3e* 
enteen Station on the Route. 

Visitors to the World's Fair neat 
year may take a car on the Intramural 
lallroad at any of the entrances, or at 
any one of the 17 stations dlHlrlbutt d 
at Intervals along the route, and ride 
rix miles, making an entire circuit of 
the grounds. A general view of all ti.a 
big exhibit places can be obtained 
from the windows, and one may rids 
to within easy walking distance of auy 
Important building 

The construction of the Intramural 
Is being pushed rapidly toward com- 
pletion. Five of the 12 miles of track 
to txi laid are comptatad, and need 
only the electrical equipment to be 
ready for operation. Double tracks 
will be laid the entire length of i .c 
road. 

The maximum grade of the Intra- 
mural is 3 per cent anl the maximum 
curvature 20 degrees, except the loop 
curves at the terminals, which have a 
radius of 76 feet. Three hundred intra 
are constructing the trestleH, grading 
and laying the tiacks. The road is 
perfectly graded throughout except for 
a short distance In the western part 
of the grounds. 

Work la being pushed in the trestle 
which will carry the road down Gov- 
ernment Hill, close to the eastern 
fence. This trestle is the best engi- 
neering feat on the line of the road. It 
will be 2,1W feet long and will be built 
on piling of heavy double deck struc- 
tures, 3D feet high. 

A truss bridge, which will carry the 
road over the World's Fair terminal 
surface tracks. Is progressing rapidly. 
This bridge has a length of 112 feet, 
consisting of two 56-foot spans. 

The Intramural tracks will be used 
for transporting building material and 
exhibits during the pre-exposltion 
period. The tracks throughout are 
standard gauge, 4 feet 8Vs inches, 
which Is the gauge of both the Intra- 
mural and steam railway equlpmeut. 
The construction of the entire line 
will be heavy enough to run the larg- 
est switch engine over it, without 
danger. Kailroad cars will be handle.! 
In the tracks even after the wires for 
the Intramural road are In place. 

Installation of the trolley poles is , 
progressing as rapidly as the tracks : 
are laid. The poles are 30 feet long 
and of white pine. They set six feet 
in the ground so that the trolley wire 
will be 18 feet above the top of the 
rails. The poles are planted between 
the double tracks and the wires will 
be supported on brackets attached to 
them, as in boulevard trolley con- 
struction. 

The equipment for the Intramural Is 
now being made at the St. I^ouls car 
shops. There will be 17 trains, each 
consisting of two motor cars and a 
trailer. A few open cars will be used, 
but most of the cars will be closed. 
They will be handsomely equipped 
with all modern improvements, and 
will be about the size of the street 



BULB8 FILt FIFTEEN ACRES. 

Carinas, Ca'adiums, Dahlias and Tu- 
beroses Form a Beautiful 
World's Fair Feature. 

Fifty thousand cannas, with f 

gorgeous array of colors; great t • 

dlums, or "elephant's ears," with t.ie i 
mammoth foliage; modest dahlL.,, 
with their daintily colored petals, and 
beds of tuberoses, with their wax- 
like flowers and Intense fragrance, 
combine to make a floral exhibit that 
will cover sixteen acres of ground on 
the World's Fair site. The plants will 
not be seen In one mammoth bed or 
tract, but will be scattered In well 
modeled groups over the northern and 
eastern slopes of Agricultural Hill. 

Many thousand choice tuberose 
bulbs, planted in beds In the six-acre 
World's Fair garden, will next spring 
send up thrifty blooming spikes, and 
the fragrance of the blossoms, almost 
overpowering when breathed alone, 
will mingle with the more delicate per- 
fume of the rose. 

Commencing with the early summer 
there will be a profusion of blossoms 
and fresh supplies will constantly sue 
ceed one another until frost con.< 
The caladlums are grown rnalnly to~ 
their foliage, as the blossom is of lit- 
tle value. A group of these almost 
tropical plants will be in the corner of 
the terrace 10 feet high and a quarter 
of a mile long that skirts the mam- 
moth Palace of Agriculture on the 
eastern side. This terrace, straight 
as an arrow for nearly the full length 
of the giant structure, makes a beau- 
tiful curve near the southern end and 
forms a bank for some of the beauti- 
ful artificial lakes between the Agricul- 
ture and Horticultural buildings. The 
caladiums thrive near the water and 
they will attain perfection. 

That the dahlia may no longer be 
considered a "back-yard" flower will 
be demonstrated by the prominent po- 
sition allotted to It In the Worl.: Fair 
garden, by far the largest and most 
pretentious ever seen at any Interna- 
tional exposition. Time was when th^ 
dahlia was small and Insignificant, but 
florists have taken it from that class 
and have developed It so that It ranks 
with the stately crysanihemum. The 
petals that radiate in a single row 
from the solidly colored corolla, take 
on all the tints of the peony or rose. 

Until recently the bulbs for all these 
flowers were Imported, and this mon- 
ster exhibit will demonstrate the pro* 
gress In the industry of growing, flow 
erins and ornamental bulbs in this 
country. 



NEW YOPK BUILDING. 

The site of the New York State 
building is one of the best on the 
grounds. Situated ou the ^,ate pl:t a. 
with the Illinois and low a buildings, 
both of an hitei tural importance, lor 
neighbors, and overlooking Forest 
Park, It has invited special effort from 
the architect, and he has produced a 
design of marked simplicity and digni- 
ty consonant with the traditions of the 
Empire State. The land falls off about 
25 feet on the easterly end, and It has 
been taken advantage of by the archi- 
tect to place a large fountain in the 
facade of the podium or terrace. This 
fountain typifies the Mississippi river 
in the form of a river god controlling 
the sea. 

The building proper will stand on 
a podium enriched with balustrades 

and vases. It is to be colonial In de- 
sign and detail, and surmounted with 
a low dome. There will be a largj

ball 60 feet square running the full 
height, arched and domed in the Ro- 
man manner, with galleries around 
the second story To the right is to be 
a large assembly hall 50x60 feet, to be 
used on state occasions. It Is really 
a part of the Grand Hall. Small as- 
sembly rooms will be included In the 
end of this wing. To the left of the 
hall are to be waiting and writing 
rooms. The whole, first floor will be 
as one room, however, and with Its 
colonnade* and arches will present in- 
teresting vistas. 

The second story will have suitable 
rooms for the commission, the secre- , 
tary and general offices. The hall and 
all of the appointments are most gen- 
erous, and are to be treated In a sim- 
ple, quiet mnnner. In fact, no effort 
will be made In the way of elaborate 
decorations, but the beauty of the 
whole will depend entirely on carefully 
studied detail and correct archltec- 
tural lines. In the large hall, how- 
ever. It Is proposed to place four large 
paintings in tho lunettes symbolizing 
the four original ownerships, the In- 
dians in one, Spanish, French and 
Americans in the others. 

The four pendentives will be tilled 
with pictures emblematic of the four 
original states Included In the pur- 
chase, and their products and manj 
factures. The external sculpture, 
while not extensive, will receive care- 
ful attention. The fountain already 
described, and the four Quadriga 
flanking the dome, will V modeled by 
representative sculptors and will 
typify the march of progress. The 
bunding will be built of staff in tho 
manner of exhibition buildings, and 
located as It la In a park and with 
teautlful surroundings, will do credit 
jo the state.

An Interesting sight If the nov>-l 
time and labor-saving method em- 
ployed In ballasting the road bed w!tB 
cinders. A large cinder dump car ■ 1 
by the street railways of the city 
b«en run on to a flat car. on wh Cj 
rails have been laid. This is done bv 
runnli.t, .i flat car close to an embank- 
ment the exact height of the car. On 
the embankment a spur of the etreet 
railway tracks Is laid with a trolley 
wire extending a car's length beyond 
it. The spur and the rails on the 3at 
car make perfect connection, ennMlng 
tho electric car to be Installed *lth 
ease and safety. To the flat car >ias 
(>een coupled a locomotive. As the car 
Is drawn slowly over the system the 
cinders are distributed along the 
tracks where they are afterwards lev- 
eled. It Is estimated that $10 Is saved 
on each carload of cinders dumped, or 
about |I,I00 in all. It takes about lb 
minutes to distribute a carload by this 
method, where by the old way it took 
four hours. It was Impossible to run 
Uie electric car over the Intra tnara 
tracks on account of the difference in 
the gauge.
